and keep Congress in session until 
it approves another farm measure 
Key Democrats, and some Re­ 
publicans, have said Congress will 
not pass any alternate legislation 
if a veto kills the pending bill. 
The President can hold Congress 
in session, but he can only per­ 
suade it to pass legislation. 
Democrats 
appeared 
confident 
they will muster enough votes to 
win House approval Wednesday of 
an omnibus measure which a Sen­ 
ate-House 
conference 
committee 
finished drafting last week on the 
basis of differing versions passed 
earlier by the two branches. 
The bill includes the $1,200,000,- 
000 soil bank proposed by the ad­ 
ministration with the aim of paying 
farmers to take land out of surplus 
production. It also includes fea­ 
tures which make it “unaccept­ 
able” to Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson, including a return this 
year to the Democratic-sponsored 
system of higher, rigid price sup­ 
ports for basic crops. 
After Republican leaders con­ 
ferred Monday with Eisenhower. 
Martin said the President does not 
believe the measure “meets the 
test of a good bill.” 
Last year Democrats scored a 
206-201 victory in the House on a 
move to return to price supports 
at 90 per cent of parity. Republi­ 
cans lost 21 votes and the Demo­ 
crats 29 in what was otherwise a 
straight party-line ballot. Parity is 
a farm product price said by law 
to be fair to farmers. 
Speaker Rayburn (Tex) is pre­ 
dicting a bigger Democratic gain 
than loss on Wednesday's show­ 
down. 
GOP strategy was to move to 
send the bill back to the House- 
Senate conferees, with instructions 
as to what kind of a bill to report 
back. What changes to propose, 
with the hope of picking up the few 
key votes, was the prime question 
facing GOP leaders. 
It was generally acknowledged 
that one GOP proposal would be 
to knock out the 90 per cent of 
parity provision in favor of a low­ 
er support rate. 
Martin, who met Monday with 
Undersecretary of Agriculture True 
D. Morse, declined to say what 
specific proposals were being con­ 
sidered or what Morse recom­ 
mended. But he said “ I think we 
are going to win.” 
Rep. Hope (R-Kan), senior Re­ 
publican on the House Agriculture 
Committee, gave no indication in a 
separate interview that he would 
join in the recommittal move. 
As it now stands, he said, 
think the bill is the best bill that 
can be secured under the circum­ 
stances and one that c o n t a i n s 
many good features.

Approved For Fiscal 
Year, Including Gym 


The Midland Board of Educa­ 
tion Monday night raised real es­ 
tate taxes 2 mills and tentatively 
approved a budget of $1.09? 046 for 
the fiscal year beginning July 2. 
The tax increase comes a f t e r 
cuts in the two preceding years 
and sets the rate at the 1953-54 lev­ 
el of 19 mills 
The budget figure includes 
a 
$500,000 bond issue for the con­ 
struction of a new gymnasium ad­ 
jacent to Lincoln High School. 
Excluding the bond issue, 
the 
budgets shows an increase of $20,- 
122 over last year when $576,924 
was appropriated 
Increments in teacher salaries 
and interest on the bond issue ac­ 
count for the increase. 
Under a salary schedule ap­ 
proved last year, teachers receive 
annual increments of $200. T h e 
increments continue for IO years 
for bachelor and 12 years for mas­ 
ter degrees. 
Meanwhile, the board will be­ 
come debt free temporarily May I 
when the 1926 bond series Is paid 
off. The final payment will in­ 
clude $10,000 principal and $212.50 
Interest. 
The series was issued in t h e 
amount of $75,000 to complete con­ 
struction of the high school. Th* 
original series for $250,000 in 1924 
was used to start the construction. 
Payment of the 1924 bonds was 
completed two years ago. 
The 1956-57 tax rate is based on 
a property valuation of $19,367,479, 
compared to $18,883,614 last year 
and $18,306,560 in 1954-55. 
The tax rate was lowered from 
19 to 18 mills in 1954-55 when a 
budget of $555,624 was approved 
Last year the board lowered the 
rate another mill and eliminated 
the $5 per capita tax which had 
been in effect many years. 
The tax increase will 
provide 
about $38,000 more than last year, 
but income anticipated from other 
sources is less. 
Salaries will account for between 
58 and 59 per cent of the 1956-57 
budget. They will total $351,655, in 
eluding $296,895 to teachers. 
The budget is broken down into 
eight departments as follows: 
Instruction 
(including 
teacher 
salaries), $368,261; general control,' 
$30,373; auxiliary agencies and co­ 
ordinating activities, $30,773; plant 
operation, 
$61,395; 
maintenance.) 
$16,900; 
fixed 
charges. 
$24,966; j 
debt service. $39,878, and capital 
outlay. $524,500. 
Debt service includes $35,000 for 
the payment of bonds and $14,868 
interest on the bonds. 
The bond issue is included in 
capital outlay. It was approved by 
voters in the general election last 
Nov. 8. 
The budget will be advertised 
three weeks and is scheduled for 
permanent adoption at the n e x t 
meeting May 14.

Splitting Campaign Cost* 
Ii campaign managers are wide awake, there 
Is a way to split the high cost of electronic 
campaigning with the political opposition. If 
television sponsors can divide the cost of spon­ 
sorship between them, so both can afford to be 
seen and heard, political parties can exercise 
the same option. 
For example. Gov. Stevenson and Sen. Ke- 
fauver have been rumbling at each other about 
a debate. This has been the standard way to 
come to grips with an opponent ever since the 
famous Lincoln Douglas debates. 
But even in its original form debating never 
was as attractive as it has been made by the 
high cost of television and radio time. Here 
is a heaven-sent opportunity 
for financially- 
embarrassed campaign managers to get their 
candidates in public view by teaming them up 
with their opponents and halving the bills. 
The only catch Is the same one that showed 
up in the Lincoln-Douglas 
debates—the 
fact 
some candidates have no aptitude for public 
speaking and little or no aptitude for public 
appearance. 
But not uncommonly those with the aptitude 
deficiency capture 
the 
crowd. 
Abe 
Lincoln 
could neither pose nor speak. Douglas talked 
him to death and out-strutted him at every 
turn. But Lincoln caputured the crowd. 
Campaign managers should look into the ex­ 
citing possibilities of exhibiting their wares in 
the same television showcases and splitting the 
overhead. They would save money, and the 
public would save time. Everybody would be 
happier. 


Another $2 
The accelerated production of long-range jet 
bombers called for by President Eisenhower 
would run about $2 apiece for every man, 
woman and child in the country. 
That would come close to $10 a family, unless 
the family Income were taxed at confiscatory 
rates. It will show up a year from this April 
at tax-deadline time. 
This thought is more likely to follow t h e 
President’s recommendation than any heart-felt 
gratitude for additional security. 
It is doubtful if there is now or ever has 
been any point at which the country’s profes­ 
sional defenders and their enthusiastic sponsors 
would concede that everything possible was be­ 
ing done. 
In the old days, the United States never had 
enough battleships. It built battleships long after 
they were obsolete. In World War II. when air­ 
planes came into their own, the United States 
built airplanes until it had acres of surplus 
planes. These and the battleships then were 
junked, because they were obsolete. 
Today, the long-range jet bomber is the rage. 
There never will be enough of these to satisfy 
enthusiasts who believe they are the key to 
national security. There never will be enough 
until they have become obsolete and the time 
has come to spend unlimited amounts of addi­ 
tional money to build a fleet of something else 
because the Russians are about to outdistance 
us. 
There will be no tax relief this year, thanks 
to the armament race There will be none next 
year either. Or any year until the United States 
quits trembling every time a professional de­ 
fender says the Russians are pulling ahead in 
an armament race being run In the dark on an 
out-of-sight track between two horses that can­ 
not see each other. 


It Makes A Difference 
Southern segregationists are seizing every 
scrap of evidence that northerners, too, are 
guided by prejudice in relations between white 
persons and negroes. 
That is why there is dynamite in situations like 
the one in Hillsboro. Ohio, where a school seg­ 
regation issue has been deadlocked until it 
could be cleared up by completion of a new 
school building. They are used br southerners 
to prove there is no hurry about desegregation 
because northerners are in no hurry either. 
The difference between the North and South 
is the attitude of the irreconcilable southerners. 
They want to go backward, instead of forward 
Other southerners want to go forward at their 
own pace. No one has any quarrel with them 
on this They are entitled to all the time they 
will need, as long as they go forward. The test 
is whether they want to go forward at all. 
They have problems that cannot be solved 
quickly. That Is granted. But the United States 
eventually, or the dream of a republic in which 
all citizens have equal rights will be shattered. 
No one is asking for miracles, just for faith 
In tile American dream of equal citizenship 
and an honest effort to keep it from being shat­ 
tered by irreconcilability in the Deep South.

Riesel'! hatred for 
racketeers became a feud, a battle 
to the death They, the racketeers, j 
got him by throwing sulphuric acid 
into his eyes. 
Victor Riesel is my friend and 
the amazing fact is that he is 
capable of friendship despite vast 
differences of view. 


NEVER A PESSIMIST, always 
over-truthful, he took no measures 
to protect himself from retaliation 
by the racketeers whom he de­ 
nounced and attacked both in his 
column and during his occasional 
appearances on radio and televi­ 
sion. 
His opposition to Communism 
was undoubtedly a phase of his 
opposition to racketeering, for he 
concerned himself less about philo­ 
sophic problems than the tech­ 
niques and tactics of operations 
He told me as often as I saw him 
during the past year that a com­ 
bination of the Communists and 
racketeers in trade unionism was 
a peril of the first order to our 
larger cities. 
The attack on him could not have 
been the result of some radio ad­ 
dress he delivered two or three 
hours before a goon threw acid into i 
his eyes. It must have been order­ 
ed and planned long in advance 
and his habits studied. 
Those who do not live in New 
York may wonder at the hour, 3 
a m., at which it occurred. But 
here that is not an unusual hour 
for either those who work or who 
play. Life here moves around the 
clock and 3 a. rn. at Lindy’s is the 
supper hour for some; the lunch 
hour for others Many columnists 
pick up the wisps of information 
upon which they peg their stories 
at such hours and in such places 
in New York. 


THE PROBLEM, of course, is 
pobcmg and there doe* not seem 
to be enough money and men to 
police New York adequately. The 
mobs gain in authority as the po­ 
lice lose in authority At this mo­ 
ment. the city has an unusually 
competent 
police 
commissioner, 
Stephen Kennedy, but it bas not ab 
ways been to. and whenever Ken­ 
nedy asks for a larger force to 
meet the problems of I million peo­ 
ple. crowded into a tight area, the 
politicians run to cover because it 
means cutting frills and fancies out 
of the budget, particularly relief 
money 
The Riesel tragedy makes this 
clear: That it has been possible for 
a goon to throw sulphuric acid at 
a citizen’s face arui possibly to 
blind him permanently cm a well- 
lighted street in the very center of 
the city as be left one of the best­ 
known 
restaurants where 
large 
numbers of persons are present at 
all hours of the day and night 
The street was unpoliced. It was 
40 minutes before Riesel received 
any kind of treatment and the acid 
had its play. 


APART FROM the interest in the 
man. the question as to whether 
the mobs or the law is to prevail 
is the most important one not only 
in New York but all over the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Those who regard labor unions as 
sacrosanct have to distinguish be­ 
tween honest American-run unions 
and those which are operated by 
gangsters, racketeers and Commu­ 
nists. 
Many labor leaders sent tele­ 
grams of regret at what happened 
to Victor Riesel, but it would be 
more important if they showed a 
little courage and cleaned their 
own houses. Are the decent leaders 
afraid that the racketeers will 
throw sulphuric acid in their faces? 


IN NEW YORK, when Gurrah 
and Lepke flourished and when 
Murder. Inc. was a business, their 
principal operations were in labor 
unions where they maintained dis­ 
cipline by slaughtering the opposi­ 
tion to highly respected personal­ 
ities who must have hired them, 
because these fellows never killed 
for free. Are we to have a return 
to that? 
It was because Victor Riesel ask­ 
ed that question and because he 
answered it affirmatively, pointing 
to some details, that sulphuric acid 
was hurled at his eyes.

BEIRUT, Lebanon M — In the 
countries surrounding Israel, bit­ 
terness, frustration and a vast 
mass 
inferiority 
complex 
have 
created a new hero of Pan-Arab- 
ism. Millions are t u r n i n g to 
Egypt's Gamal Abdel Nasser as 
their leader. 
Wily has Egypt’s young and 
impatient dictator had so tremen­ 
dous an impact? An influential, 
pro-American Arab leader pointed 
to the tiny spot on the map that 
is Israel. 
“Do you want the truth’ Do you 
want to know why our world may 
drag yours into war? The truth 
is,” he said, “we are afraid.** 
The speaker has been a long­ 
time friend of the United States. 
But the unpopularity of the Unit­ 
ed States in this part of the world 
is enormous and no Arab says 
publicly he is America’s friend. 
“You ask about the promise of 
the Egyptian revolution. Do you 
want to save that revolution for 
the future of the E g y p tia n s’ Then 
make us so we are not afraid, so 
we will lose this terrible inferi­ 
ority feeling of ours. Then, being 
unafraid, we can ignore the men­ 
ace of Israel, knowing we are 
safe, and turn to bettering our­ 
selves." 
Two great social revolutions are 
getting under way in the Arab 
world — one in Iraq, where oil 
money is being plowed into de­ 
velopment — and the other in 
Egypt. 
Brought to flower, this 
movem°nt could go far to stab­ 
ilize the Middle East. Both revolu­ 
tions are menaced by the sha­ 
dow of war. 
Most Arab eyes are turned to­ 
ward Egypt — even the eyes of 
the Iraqis. On the wave of indig­ 
nation against the United States, 
the Arab world has pushed Prime 
Minister Nasser to a place of im­ 
posing leadership. But he is at 
once the leader and the captive of 
Arab ambitions. To remain the 
leader he must ride with the tide 
of frustration. 
Some call him the lucky dicta­ 
tor, one for whom circumstances 
worked miracles 
in 
a 
country 
which calls itself the land loved 
by God. In a part of the world 
known for his fickleness he ap­ 
pears as a potential conqueror. 
but to western eyes he resembles 
a man on a bicycle vvho cannot 
stop what he has put in motion 
without danger of falling. 
Nasser is asserting his own and 


Egypt’s leadership of the Arab 
world, but it is far from secure. 
A decisive defeat by Israel in an 
opening battle of renewed war 
could topple Nasser from his pin­ 
nacle. 
Other Arab leaders are 
jealous and wait the chance to 
challenge him. 
At the time of the Egyptian rev­ 
olution three years ago, Nasser 
seemed to the world a young ideal­ 
ist motivated by noble intentions 
toward 
Egy pt’s * long 
suffering 
masses. The revolution still bears 
great promise and noble designs 
-—but 
the 
threat 
of 
war 
has 
brought a change. 
The change became pronounced 
after February 1955, when the Is­ 
raelis launched a heavy attack on 
j Egyptians in the Gaza strip of 
Palestine, an attack for which the 
United Nations condemned Israel. 
It was one of many apparently 
punitive and warning attacks to 
keep the Egyptians in their place. 
Egypt sought arms from the Unit­ 
ed States, but didn’t get them. 
“Time after time.’* my inform­ 
ant said angrily, “Israel humili­ 
ated us. Hardly a day goes by 
that a punitive expedition of some 
kind is not staged ^The Palestinian 
Arab sees his own'orange orchard 
and is forbidden by Israeli guns to 
pick 
his 
own 
fruit. 
Bitterness 
grows on bitterness, rage on frus­ 
tration. 
“We suspect, with good reason, 
that as things stand right now Is­ 
rael could throw us back again 
unless we have outside help. How 


i long can we stand this when the 
whole existence of a Zionist state, 
created by the United States and 
I Britain in our midst, outrages our 
sense of justice?” 
Even the most pro-American of 
Arabs blames the United States 
for their humiliation. 
“I thank God,” said one of them. 
“for Soviet intervention in the 
Middle East. It has awakened the 
whole world to our cause.” 
The Arabs have a proverb; The 
enemy of my enemy is my friend. 
Sasser got arms from the Soviet 
bloc. The Arabs hail this with joy 
and cock their ears toward Cairo. 
Thousands 
of 
Arabs 
clustered 
about radios in their homes and 
coffee 
shops 
nod 
their 
heads 
eagerly at the words of Egypt’s 
new leader who “stands up to the 
imperialists.” 
For 
eight 
years 
they have smoldered with hate 
for the tiny country carved from 
Palestine, with its new population 
of Europeans skilled in war and 
technical know-how. On most is­ 
sues Arab unity is a myth, but 
on Israel there is unity. 
Now Egypt’s bid for leadership 
is taking priority over the peace­ 
time aims of the revolution. The 
price of leadership was danger­ 
ous 
alliance with 
the Commu­ 
nist bloc. If war came, the rev­ 
olution would be lost for a long 
time to come, and if the war 
spread, as many* fear it would, 
the Arab world might find itself 
swallowed by Soviet domination. 
World War III would be around 
. the corner.

Uan U.N. Order U.S. Boys Into \\ ar? 


When President Eisenhower said 
the other day that he wouldn’t 
“order” American troops into the 
Middle East or anywhere else 
w ithout f i r s t 
getting author­ 
ity from Con­ 
gress. t h e r e 
w a s 
w i d e ­ 
s p r e a d ap­ 
proval. 
B u t 
t h a t wasn't 
the significant 
news. It was 
rather that a 
p r e sident of 
David Lawrence 
the U n i t e d 
States felt it necessary to give this 
reassurance to the American peo­ 
ple. 
Back of it, of course, is Mr. 
Eisenhower’s 
conviction 
t h a t 
American participation in the Ko­ 
rean War s h o u l d have been 
specifically authorized by Congress 
or at least that ratification should 
have been obtained once interven­ 
tion was begun. 
To this day there is no clear-cut 
understanding in Congress as to 
whether the United Nations’ Se­ 
curity Council can “order” Amer­ 
ican boys into a war without action 
by the House and Senate. 


EVERY TREATY made by the 
Eisenhower administration govern­ 
ing regional problems has in it a 
stipulation that “constitutional pro­ 
cesses” must be followed. T h e 
only one that doesn’t contain such 
a qualification is the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty — signed under the Tru­ 
man administration — which says 
that an attack on 
one member 
country is an attack on all. This is 
a specific instance in which a 
treaty has superseded the Consti­ 
tution at least with a moral com­ 
mitment that makes automatic a 
declaration of a state of war by 
Congress. 
The argument made by the Tru­ 
man administration in June 1950. 
when 
the 
North 
Korean 
Com­ 
munists committed their aggres­ 
sion, was that the action had to 
be taken instantly and there wasn’t 
time to do more than consult in­ 
formally some leaders in Congress 
That is a satisfactory' explana­ 
tion for the speed with which the 
first military’ step had to be taken 
but it doesn’t explain why the Tru­ 
man regime refused subsequently 
to lay the whole matter before the 
two houses of Congress and secure 
ratification of the state of war 
which existed. 


PRESIDENT WILSON in t h e 
spring of 1914 had to make a de­ 
cision at four o'clock in the morn­ 
ing ordering American sailors to 
seize the customs house in the port 
of Vera Cruz because there was a 
German shipment of arms en route 
there which could cause trouble for 
American interests. In the next few 
days Mr. Wilson personally ad­ 
dressed Congress and obtained a 
resolution of ratification. 
Just why the Truman adminis­ 
tration didn’t ask Congress fo r 
formal authority to continue to 
commit American armed forces to 
the prosecution of the war rn Korea 
has never been explained except 
with the issuance of a pamphlet 
containing a long series of prece­ 
dents — mostly minor police ac­ 
tions — in which the executive had 
not asked for congressional 
ap­ 
proval when 
our 
armed forces 
were used. 
There's a difference between a 
minor action in which marines are 
landed at a port to protect Ameri-

can Interests and a war involving 
armies of a million on each side 
and in which the United States is 
compelled to bear the burden of 
the fighting. 
It has been suggested that the 
Department of State, which at that 
time contained influential individ­ 
uals who believed the Communists 
in China were “agrarian reform­ 
ers,” didn’t want to antagonize the 
Communist regime in Peiping. 


IT IS FURTHER argued that a 
“state of war” if declared by Con­ 
gress would have permitted our 
Navy to blockade the China coast 
and the Air Force to bomb Chinese 
supply stations — and this, it was 
feared, would enlarge the war 
Later on. however, it was pre­ 
cisely the failure to apply this 
military strategy which caused the 
defeat of the United Nations forces 
in Korea As a sequel the prestige

A four-man committee to study 
television interference problems in 
Chester was appointed at a special 
meeting of Chester Council Mon­ 
day night at which some 90 attend­ 
ed to hear discussion about th e 
city** commercial television anten­ 
na firms. 
Council last week scheduled the 
meeting as the result of complaints 
the cables of the antenna compan­ 
ies are causing interference on tel­ 
evision sets of residents not using 
the service. 
In last night's open discussion, 
several members of the audience 
declared interference can be caus­ 
ed by many electrical sources, in­ 
cluding autos, buses, short wave 
sets, defective wiring, faulty radio 
or television sets, motors, weather 
conditions and other factors. 
Don Chaney of the C. A S. Tele­ 
vision Co., asked by Council to 
appear, said his antenna firm is 
willing to answer any complaints 
and will try to remedy any set 
trouble which may stem from pos­ 
sible radiations from his cable 
feeders. 
William Harper, representing the 
Community Television Co., s a i d 
there are 357 cable companies in 
America which charge an average 
of $3 75 per month, compared to 
the $2 monthly fee of his compa­ 
ny. He said Community has more 
than $12,000 invested in the oper­ 
ation and C. A S. probably has 
twice that amount represented. 
Harper pointed out C. A S. uses 
a coaxial cable while his f i r m 
employes an open or fret wire sys­ 
tem. "It is necessary to use more 
power with coaxial cable t h a n 
open wire,” he said. 
Harper added, "We should ap­ 
preciate Chaney’s bringing g o o d 
television into town." He added 
television sets are being m a d e 
more and more sensitive, and 
consequently more liable to inter-
